ical men in the entire United States. 


iDr. Gekler held that, as a measure 


in the interest of both human kind- 
ness and of scientific treatment an 
infirmary department for those es- 
pecially ill should be provided by 
legislative appropriation in'the Ind- 
iana State Sanatorium at Rockville. 
In view of his excellent work at 
Roekville and his rapid promotion 
since leavings the Indiana Institution 
importance is attached to this final 
recommendation of Dr. Gekler in be- 
half of the Indiana State Sanator- 
ium.
